Subject: Ammunition For VNA 







1* President Ngo Dinh Diem gave the attached to Lt Redick to be 
passed to General 0‘Daniel, for his information,, It is a report he 
requested from General Ty on the exact status of how the French 
Army had fulfilled National Army requests for ammunition General 
Ty reportedly told the President that the French talk about a lot 
more ammunition than was actually delivered, but that these amounts 
are what was actually turned over* Both feel that the French Army will 
tell General 0‘Daniel that the French have turned over larger amounts. 

2, Ambassador Collins: I have informed President Diem that I am 
not the proper person to be used as a courier for taking messages to 
you* Lt, Redick reported to me this evening that the President had 
asked if there was any advice I had for him about the Cabinet meeting 
I reported to you, and also why I had not been to see him again, Lt, 

-Redick told him that I had not planned to see him, that neither of us 
understand that the President erpects us to take action on such matters, 

3, It is suggested that Ambassador Collins mention the Cabinet 
Meeting business to the President* This is suggested because I have 
told the President that I do not want to be privy to any information I 
cannot tell the Ambassador Of the U.S., and I feel it would be harmful 
to the H.S, if he misunderstands a relationship I have done my best to 
make clear to him* 
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
